regulation (6), 

(7) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been made under this regulation shall be reviewed by 
the authority competent to modify or revoke t he suspension, before expiry of ninety days fiom the date Of 
order of suspension, on the recommendation of the review committee constituted for the purpose and" pass 
orders either extending or revoking the suspension. Subsequent reviews shall be made before expiry of the 
extended period of suspension. Extension of suspension shall not be for a period exceeding one hundred 
and eighty days at a time.” 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-regulation (6), an order of suspension made or deemed to 
ave been made under Sub-regulation (1) or (3) of this Regulation shall not be valid after a period of ninety 

days unless it is extended after a review for a further period before the expiry of ninety days.”
